STATUS QUO SUITS 
JAPANESE ENVOYS 


American V ie w, How-

Set at Washington Meet

- Geneva, Switzerland, June 20.) 
Naval problems vitally affecting the 
future security of the United States 
were raised by Japan and Great 
Britain at the tripartite naval con- 
ference which opened here today. 
France and Italy have “observers” at 
the conference. Though carefully 
Avoiding talking . terms and figures, 
Japan virtually recommended the 
‘maintenance of the status quo in 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines, 
with prohibition on building addi- 
tional warships. 

Reopening the Washington confer- 
ence, Great Britain urged reducing 
size of battleships, cruisers and air- 
eraft carriers and also size of their 
guns. W. C, Bridgeman, first lord of 
the British admiralty, argued that the 
British proposals would involve a 
genuine reduction of armaments and 
bring great economies : 

U. S. Objects To Plans. 

The first American reaction to the 
recommendation of Japan is that it 
would strangle future American free- 
dom in naval construction, and to 
the recommendations of Great Brit- 
ain that it would at least be diffi- 
cult to have any thought of accept- 
ing them. It is admitted that the 
British suggestions mean limitation 
downward, not upward. But aside 
from the objection of reconsidering 
the Washington treaty, with France 
and Italy, co-signatories, absent, the 
Americans gravely doubt the wisdom 
of decreasing the size of battleships 
and cruisers, and especially cruiser 
guns, which was fixed at Washington 
after due regard for the needs ‘of 
American- national safety and with 
approval of the five participating 
powers. 

Hugh 8S. Gibson, who was elected

Governor Ends 7-Year 


ARKANSAS DENIES

Governor Declares Affi-

Governor Martineau, of Arkansas, 
Monday refused to grant requisition 
for Ralph B. Lovett, wanted in At- 
lanta to face a charge of murder in 
connection with the slaying last July 
of Bert Donaldson, noted bunco sleuth 
of Solicitor General John A. Boykin’'s 
staff. 

His decision came at the conclusion 
of hearing on extradition proceedings 
seeking to return the alleged member 
of an Atlanta gambling ring who is 
said to have been a leader in under- 
world circles which planned and care- 
fully carried out the sensational 
crime. 

Affidavits tending to show that 
Lovett was in attendance at a dance 
in Muskegon, Mich., on July 28, the 
night prior to the date upon which the 
investigator's life was snuffed out by 
un assassin who fired two loads of 
buckshot into Donaldson’s back from 
a clothes closet in the fashionable 
Georgian Terrace hotel, were said by 
the governor to be largely responsible 
for his decision. 

Governor Displeased. 

At the opening of the hearing, dis- 
patches state, Governor Martineau ex- 
pressed his displeasure at Solicitor 
General Boykin’s failure to comply 
with the governor's request to allow 
counsel for the defendant to examine 
the state of Georgia’s witnesses. It 
was contended that the solicitor failed 
to furnish the counsel with a list of 
his witnesses and had. never given 
Lovett’s counsel his consent to ques- 
tion them. 

“Tl am of the opinion that, in view 
of the undisputed affidavits showing 
that Lovett was in Muskegon, Mich., 
the night before the murder, I should 
refuse to honor the requisition,’ Gov- 
ernor Martineau said at the conclu- 
sion of the six-hour hearing on extra- 
dition proteedings. 

“The only question that is before 
me, as I see it, is whether Lovett was 
in Georgia at the time the crime was 
committed, :nd thet Lovett's affi- 
davits establish in more positive lang- 
uage his whereabouts than did affi- 


davite by state counsel,” the executive 
added. 

No Surprise Here. 
Solicitor General Boykin apparent- 
ly expressed no surprise when inform- 
ed that Governor Clifford Walker's 
requisition had been denied by Gover- 
nc» Martineau. He declined to dis- 
cuss the decision, declaring that he 
had received no official communication 
from his aide, Assistant Solicitor Ed 
A, Stephens, who represented the state 
of Georgia at the hearing. 

Special investigators of the soliei- 
tors staff whe have worked relentless- 
ly on the sensational murder case 
which has attracted international at- 
tention, declared that in their opinion 
Assistant Solicitor Stephens carried 
with him sufficient evidence in the 
form of affidavits to prove that Lovett 
was a «mber of the gang which plot-

Los Angeles, June 20.—(A)—Doro- 
thy Mackaye was pictured as a wom- 
an with a “heart of steel” by Frank 
Loomis, intimate friend of Ray Ray- 
mond, called to the stand by -he state 
when the actress’ trial on charges of 
covering up facts in the death of her 
musical comedy actor-husband was re- 
sumed today. 

Loomis, nearly overcome with emo- 
tion as he told of his friend’s death, 
for which Paul Kelly, sereen ju- 
venile, is under sentence after con- 
viction of manslaughter, said he met 
Mi.: Mackaye in the Queen of the 
Angels hospital shortly before Ray- 
mond died. 

“How is he?’ he testified he asked 
her. Apparently without feeling, Loo- 
mis said, she answered: ‘‘He’s dy- 
ing,” and went home, while he re- 
turned to the actor’s bedside and re- 
mained until death came, two days 
after the fist fight with Kelly which 
the state charges produced a fatal 
subdural hemorrhage.

BRITISH PREPARE 
10 ENTER CONTEST 
FOR AIR LAURELS 


Captain F. T. Courtney 
Will Hop Off Soon for 
Flight to New York and 


Return Home.

London, June 21.—Hoping to blaze 


the trans-Atlantic sky trail of fu- 
ture commercial air lines, Captain F. 
T. Courtney, famous British pilot, 
will hop off from England in the near 
future to fly to New York and re- 
turn, he announced today. 

Captain Courtney will fly under 
auspices of the Westminster Gazette 
and the North American Newspaper 
Alliance of which The Constitution is 
the only member in Atlanta. 

No Flight Stunt. 

“This isn't a stunt flight,” Captain 
Courtney said in announcing intention 
of competing for the remaining aerial 
honors. “I expect to do just what 
commercial planes will do soon on the 
trans-Atlantic route. We don’t in- 
tend to waste time along the way and 
wil] complete the round trip in the 
shortest possible time. The wind will 
be unfavorable on the outward trip 
but we can probably count on favor- 
able winds for the return journey. 
Taking this into account, the flight to 
New York will take about 43 hours 
ond the réturn trip, allowing for the 
time consumed in refuelling, less than 
40 hours.” 

The British airman will carry a 
message from lord mayor of London 
to Mayor Walker, of New York, also 
a small quantity of commercial cargo. 

Preparations for the British flight 
have been made without publicity. 
Captain. Courtney will use a Dornier- 
wall all-metal flying boat, a seagoing 
monoplane, a veteran of Captain 
Roald Amundsen’s flight poleward ia 
1925. The plane is now being tested 
and ontfitted at Frederichshafen on 
Lake Constance. It has a wing spread 
of 74 feet: Two 450-horsepower Na- 
pet engines will drive it at a cruis- 
ng s of 100 miles an hour. Cap- 
tain Courteny chose the ship use 
of its exceptional sturdiness. It has 
outridden storms in open sea_ that 
would have sunk # “vooden flying 
boat. He pointed out that the Ital- 
ian airman, Locatelli, remained afloat 
three days in a “Wal,” after heing 
forced down off Greenland in 1924. 

Two Men Selected. 

. Two men will accompany Captain 
Courtney, F. W. M. Downer, naviga- 
tor, and R. F. Little, mechanic. Dow- 
ner will act also as relief pilot and 
radio operator. The plane has been 


equipped by the British Marconi com- Ch 


pany with a radio set having a range 
of from 600 to 1,000 miles, which 
will enable the fliers to communicate 
with ships along the route and to 
report progress. In case of forced 
landing, an emergency mast can_ be 
raised and an aerial strung, enabling 
the plane to call for help. 

Captain Courtney will leave imme- 
diately for Frederichshafen to com- 


plete his tests-and fly the “Wal” to he 


Calshot, naval flying base at South- 
ampton. After taking off from Cal- 
shot, he will fly to Valentia, Ireland, 
refuel and hop off for Newfoundland.
